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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's Amendment filed August 31, 2009 has been received and entered 
into present application. No claims were canceled or added by applicant. Claim 8 
remains withdrawn and thus claims 1-6, and 9-17 are pending. 

Applicants' arguments, filed August 31 , 2009 have been fully considered but they 
are not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from 
previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections 
are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6, and 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 
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Claims 1-6, and 9-17 were previously rejected for lack of enablement in pages 2- 
4 of the previous office action mailed March 31 , 2009 the reasons of which are herein 
incorporated by reference. Applicant has argued that they do disclose the synthesis of 
the elected species in paragraphs [0138] to [0146] and that it is set forth from publicly 
available starting materials. The applicant is reminded that the starting materials need to 
be commercially available or their synthesis is known in the art from commercially 
available products. The examiner is not exactly sure what applicant means by "publicly 
available". The examiner has carefully reviewed the paragraphs pointed to by applicant 
and does not see where the synthesis is carried out from commercially available or 
known products. The most basic starting material used in the paragraphs pointed to by 
applicant and directed towards the elected species is (2S,4S,5S,7S)-5-azido-4-hydroxy- 
2-isopropyl-7-[methoxy-3-(3-methoxy-propoxy)-benzyl]-8-methyl-nonanoic acid (2- 
carbamolyl-2-methyl-propyl)-amide. The examiner attempted to search this compound 
and it does not appear to be commercially available or the synthesis known in the art. If 
it is indeed available or the synthesis known, the examiner would appreciate applicant's 
help in pointing to where it can be found. Furthermore, it does not appear that that 
starting material is made anywhere else in applicant's specification. Thus one of skill in 
the art would not be able to make the elected species given the direction provided by 
Applicant. Furthermore, applicant is reminded in the previous rejection it was also 
pointed out that applicant has also not provided enough information to make the wide 
variety of compounds encompassed by the generic structure and thus other compounds 
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beyond the elected species are also not enabled. Applicant has not responded to this 
aspect of the enablement rejection. 

Applicant's argument was very carefully considered but their argument is not 
deemed persuasive and thus the rejection of claims 1-6 and 9-17 is maintained. 

Conclusion 

Rejection of claims 1-6 and 9-17 is deemed proper and is maintained. 
No Claims of the present application are allowed. 
The elected species is free of the prior art. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
